ers were successful in obtaining 
a 44 to 31 vote to withdraw 
the Atkinson oil prorate bill from 
the committee on oil industries, 
but the law required it to then 
go to the way s and means com­ 
m ittee for approval of a pro­ 
posed appropriation for adminis­ 
tration of the act. 
Bitter Dispute 
Then followed hours of bitter 
dispute over points of procedure, 
climaxed by a vote at 8:30 a. m. 
on the direct question of with­ 
drawing the measure from the 
second 
committee.

roll was called the vote was 35 
to 35 and Assembly man Maurice 
Atkinson, D., Long Beach, author 
of the oil bill, obtained a call of 
the house in an attem pt to ob­ 
tain the required 41 votes.

D., San Diego, leveled a sensa­ 
tional attack against the motives 
of Governor Olson in reviving de­

Raps Governor 
“It's most

ed.

It would 
establish an oil conservation com­ 
mission composed of the directors 
of finance, public works and n at­ 
ural resources, which would have 
complete control over allotment 
of production quotas to oil com­ 
panies. 
The commission also would have 
power to make extensive investi­ 
gation of all factors of the oil bus­ 
iness, with a view, according to 
Atkinson, to possibly future legis­ 
lation declaring the oil business a 
public utility .

000,000. 
Secretary Suspicious 
A treasury official emphasized 
that Morgenthau was not opposed 
to the deal because of any politi­ 
cal considerations 
"As a matter of fact,’ he said, 
“ the secretary is willing to fa­ 
cilitate any legitimate deal which 
would aid in disposing 
of 
this 
country’s surplus. 
“ However, he wants some posi­ 
tive assurance that once the cot 
ton is sold to the Spanish govern­ 
ment it is not going to claim that 
payment has been made in full 
on the basis of its contention 
that the United States owes it 
for the silver.” 
Legal Purchase 
The cotton deal, notwithstand­ 
ing, he declared, the treasury was 
prepared to fight attempts by 
the Franco government to obtain 
the silver. The treasury contends 
that it acquired the silver from 
what was then the legally recog­ 
nized government of Spain. 
The 
silver, all in the form of coin, was 
brought here in 
several 
ship­ 
ments. 
Representatives of the Spanish 
government have been negotiat­ 
ing for the cotton with Export- 
Import Bank and Reconstruction 
F in ance 
Corporation 
officials. 
Treasury officials said they had 
not discussed the deal with the 
Spaniards. It has been customary 
in credit deals involving foreign 
countries for the treasury to par­ 
ticipate in negotiations.

KUMINATE CHAOS 
In a recent addre« , Sen. Burton Wheeler made 
the unassailably logical observation that the 
public interest demands a national policy under 
wbich competitive forms of transportation will be 
equitably regulated by a single body. 
The in­ 
herent advantages of each type of transportation, 
he added, should be recognited, to the end that 
shipper and traveler be served with maximum 
efficiency and economy. 
No one without some special axe to grind can 
dispute this. It has been said, in almost the same 
words Senator WTieeler used, time and again, by 
economists, by new’spapers, by business men, by 
iTpresentatlves of organised labor. It has been 
urged by Presidents, and by a legion of other of­ 
ficials, in and out of Congress. It Is a self-evident 
tnjth. 
Yet, though the tran.sportation problem 
has growm steadily worse and more chaotic 
throu^ the years, nothing has been completed 
to put such a policy in effect. That can be char­ 
acterized only as gross indifference to the public 
W’elfare. 
The present session of Congress has an oppor. 
tunity to perform this public service. 
Senators 
UTieeler and Truman have introduced a bill in 
the Senate designed to stabilize and make equit­ 
able the regulations of all carriers. Representa­ 
tive Lea has introduced a bill in the lower House 
w'hich is identical in principle. 
Both of these 
bills give the most sweeping protection to the 
public, and extend to the regulatory authorities 
wide pow'ers for correcting and preventing pos­ 
sible abuses by any carriers. And both of them, in 
the view of disinterested experts, provide a splen­ 
did groundwork for the establishment of a policy 
which really will work—and lead to widespread 
progress in transportation. 
Chaos in transportation is a drag on all industry 
and commerce—and Its elimination is an essential 
of real economic recovery.

AMPLE REASON TO CHANGE 
(Bakersfield CaUto miatt) 
It is puzzling to understand why those entrusted 
with authority in the matter of relief, whether Fed- 
eial or State, are so opposed to returning its ad­ 
ministration to the counties. After long years of 
experience with the present system it cannot be 
contented that it offers the best method of giving 
aid to the distressed. And further than that, it is 
contimon knowledge that the plan that now finds 
favor is far more costly than it would be if dis­ 
tribution were left to the counties. 
Senator Mixter of Tulare County, who has sen'- 
ed in tlw Legislature admirably for over a period 
of yeare, wants to make the state relief appropria­ 
tion for a two-year period $48,000,000 instead of 
$73,000,000, and return administration to the coun­ 
ties instead of leaving it in the hands of the state. 
In other words, this experienced lawmaker be­ 
lieve that the amount proposed is fully 50 per 
cent more than it need be, and he is convinced that 
local administration would be in the interest of 


A REASONABLE A W AN TAGS 
HONEST STEALING 
I play golf with a good friend who always say’s 
when we make up the financial end of the game 
that all he wants is a reasonable advantage. 
To contend that a graduated, or discriminatory 
lax on income resulting from production can be 
reasonable, is a similar misuse of w ords. But those 
who advocate a reasonable discriminatory tax 
make this thoughtless contention seriously instead 
of faceUously’, as my golf friend does. 
Calling collective action rea.sonable, or in har­ 
mony with Ctod’s laws, when it interferes in but 
a small degree with the survival of tJie othemise 
most fit social government—because it does less 
damage for the moment than greater interference 
would do—in no way make.s small interferences 
reasonable or in harmony with nature’s laws. 
Th f, Mo st Fit So cia l Qro vp 
Tlic most fit social group is the government 
which attempts to have each member get as near­ 
ly as possible what he produces and at the same 
lime attempts to encourage all members, when 
necessary, to use their talents to protect all mem­ 
bers from the elements and from forces, from 
within and without, which w’ould interfere with 
any person having the greatest possible creative 
freedom to promote progressively, the maximum 
happiness for ALL. 
La rg er Discrimin a tio n On ly Cla rifies 
^ Most people can see, W'hen the discrimination is 
large, that the rule is injurious to society. 
Of 
course, the damage of little thefts is harder to 
see than that of large ones. But a little theft that 
is named ‘Teasonable” is no more reasonable, fair 
nor just than a large one. 
So, when the government takes more per unit 
of production for the cost of the service it renders 
in protecting the man w'ho produces 
1 00 blades 
of grass than from the man who produces only 
one, in the right to use and enjoy in peace the 
fruits of his production, it is simply stealing. It 
certainly should not, nor does not, cost more for 
the government to protect per unit of production 
the production of him who produces a million 
quarts of milk than of him who produces only 
one quart. Certainly if there be any extra costs 
because of covetousness and ignorance, this extra 
cost should not be charged up to those who were 
not responsible fo r the covetousness and ignorance. 
To do so is only to whet the appetite of the covet­ 
ous and the <X)st will become progressively great­ 
er. Because the government has the force and 
power to take arbitrarily more per unit of serv­ 
ice rendered and does not give equivalent in re­ 
turn, does not make it just or reasonable. 
In the long run that nation will survive in which 
each and every individual in the group has the 
greatest possible freedom. The Constitution of 
the United States between 1868 (14th or State 
Due process of law amendment passed) and 1913 
(Income tax amendment) gave to its citizens the 
most creative freedom of any nation in the world. 
Undoubtedly this is the reason the United States 
became the richest nation in the world. And to 
the degree any man does not get what he produces, 
he is not free—not happy. So, if the government 
charges one man more for a unit of service it 
renders to him than another, this man is discrim 
Inated against and is not free. He Is not doing 
things freely and is being robbed. And calling it 
"reasonable” in no way changes the eventual moral 
and economic results of the act. All the.se viola 
tions of natural law's always start in very small 
degrees and gradually creep into the customs 
of a people almost imperceptibly. That is the rea­ 
son these so-called "reasonable” violations of the 
uniform rule do so much damage. 
There is no degree in principles. Multiplying or 
diminishing them in no way changes the principle. 
There can be no fair, honest, reasonable stealing, 
robbing, gauging, coveting, hating, envying. No 
m atter how minimized or reduced, they cannot be 
fair, honest or reasonable. It would be just as 
reasonable to say that stealing could be reduced 
to reasonableness, as to contend we could have too 
much of the principle of friendship, love, charity, 
virtue, truth, sincerity, justice and kindness.

If, however, one unit of consumption weakens 
the defense of the group against the elements and 
outside subjugation, more than another unit of 
consumption, then certainly the government, in 
harmony with the law of self-preservation, has a 
right to charge the consumers an amount equal to 
this W'eakening. 
But to take away from one member of the 
social group by taxation on a graduated basis, 
no matter how small the amount, for adding to 
the defense (and I might say happiness) more 
rapidly than another, is certainly not to the in­ 
terest of the group as a whole.

the average relief allowance for a 
family on general relief. A boy in 
a CCC camp gets in cash more 
than the average family on gen­ 
eral relief, though he is required 
to remit $25 to his family in mo.st 
cases. 
But other costs of keep­ 
ing a boy in a CCC camp come to 
about $7 a month — nearly as 
much as the total cost of a man 
on WPA. 
Two important points brought 
out by the league’s study are that 
WPA costs more per person than 
the amounts commonly estimated, 
and that the financial burden on 
the States and localities, instead 
of falling since the Introduction of 
WPA, has risen. The average re­ 
lief is now $23.30 a month. (This 
does not cover all family expenses, 
but only the deficit in the family 
budget). 
On the other hand, it 
costs $78.37 a month to keep a 
man on WPA; $52.82 
for wages 
and $25.55 for administration and 
materials. Of this $64.42 is paid 
by the Federal Government and 
$13.95 by States and localities. 
This local contribution helps in 
part to explain why, in spite of an 
enormous increase in Federal re­ 
lief expenditures from 1933 to 
1937, State and local outlays also 
increased from $410,OCX),000 in the 
former year to $872,000,000 in the 
latter. 
To the relief burden carried by 
the States and localities it is also 
fair to add the total of $542,000,- 
000 paid out in employment insur­ 
ance benefits from January, 1938, 
through April, 1939. While it was 
expected that unemployment in­ 
surance payments would decrease 
relief rolls, no such decrease has 
taken place. The extent to which 
they may have prevented the re­ 
lief rolls from actually rising can 
only be inferred. 
The league’s study not only pre 
sents the state to which our pres­ 
ent relief program has come but 
suggests the proper remedy. This 
is a cooperative system of relief 
administered by the State and lo­ 
cal governments with Federal aid. 
Such a system has worked admir­ 
ably as between the States and 
their own localities. It is work­ 
ing successfully today, as between 
the Federal Government and the 
States, in the whole field of "cate­ 
gorical” relief. It was actually in 
effect for general relief in the 
fiscal year 1935. 
Because the 
States and localities must today 
pay the total cost of general re­ 
lief, as well as make substantial 
contributions to WPA, thè league 
believes that a return to the co­ 
operative system would actually 
result in great savings to the 
State and local governments.

Fellow Citizens: Two of you 
who read my letter sent from St. 
Tetersberg, Fla., have intimated 
that 
I was disloyal to California 
in my praise Of •what I saw there. 
I told of the things that pleased 
me. 
There were some that did 
not, but there would be no good 
in telling them. 
On April 18 we left St. Pete, 
crossed Tampa bay on a car 
ferry and proceeded south on the 
west coast to Sarasota. 
Here 
we paused to view the ten-mil­ 
lion-dollar Ringling Art museum. 
It contains many of the finest 
pictures by the old masters. They 
are beautiful, and I was amazed 
at the size of many of them. I 
!.new that the old masters paint­ 
ed very large pictures on the 
falls and ceilings of their build­ 
ings, but did not know they had 
painted such large ones on can­ 
vas. 
They are immense in size. 
There are few walls in Santa 
Ana on which one of them could 
hang. After viewing the museum 
to 
our 
satisfaction, 
we 
pro­ 
ceeded on the "Tamiami Trail” 
through the Everglades, across 
south end of Florida to the 
east coast. 
I was surprised to 
find so little timber or jungle 
in the everglades. 
It is mainly 
one great sea of grass; swampy 
In the main but there are con­ 
siderable portions that have been 
drained and are under cultivation. 
The thing that surprised me most 
was the fact that the whole 
seems to be underlaid by a porus 
lime rock from one to three feet 
below the surface.

So much has been published and 
so much has been said over the 
radio and in other ways about 
the care of the mouth and teeth 
that it would seem hardly likely 
that anyone could have missed 
the necessary information. Nev­ 
ertheless, it is stiU important, if 
we can judge by what we see 
around us, to emphasise that the 
mouth and the teeth are impor­ 
tant for health and that their 
proper care means that they will 
remain useful longer than they 
would otherwise. 
Brushing of the teeth should 
begin just as soon as a child is 
given a mixed diet, and even be­ 
fore this if there is any sign that 
material is 
collecting on 
and 
aroiuid the teeth. 
All sorts of claims have been 
made as to the virtues of one or 
another type of tooth brush. Ac­ 
tually, of course, there may not 
be any one type of brush good 
for every person. 
Some people prefer a bnuh 
that is not too large; others pre­ 
fer a smaller one. If the brush is 
so large that it wifl not fit be­ 
tween the lips and the cheek and 
the surfaces of the teeth, It is 
not a good toothbrush. If the 
bristles are so hard that they cut 
the gums, it Is not a good tooth­ 
brush. If the bristles are so soft 
that they will not remove the 
little particles that are between 
the teeth or on the edges. It is 
not a good toothbrush, 
I f j|j e 
bristles are set so cloce together 
that debris accumulates inside the 
brush, it cannot be recommended. 
If the bristles are not firmly 
set in the handle so that they 
constantly come out or get caught 
between the teeth or under the 
gums, the tooth brush may do 
more harm than good. 
Much has also been written 
about the motion to be used in 
brushing the teeth. Most dentists 
recommend that 
the 
teeth be 
brushed by brushing the teeth 
away from the gum in a rolling 
or sweeping motion. Some rec- 
ommend a general up and down 
motion so as to push the gum 
away from the teeth. Since the 
whole purpose of the tooth brush- 
tog is merely to get the debris 
and the material on the teeth and 
on the edges of the gums out of 
the mouth, the person who Is 
using the tooth brush with a rea­ 
sonable amount of Intelligence 
can soon find out for himself the 
best method. 
Everyone ought to know how 
to take care of the toothbrush. 
Certainly the brush should be 
kept away from sources of dust 
i 
or other contamination. 
After the toothbrush has bean 
to ‘hould be " Z h ^ 
oughly and hung in the air where 
it will dry. Since it 
time tor the ordinary toothbrush 
to dry, it Is probabto beat 1# 
can ^ford it, to have two tooth- 
bri^hes. using them tltematelv 
Th ere are still people Whoearei 
their tootobnish when trtviUn?
